Local Taxation in Ireland, 1901-1902. 

The local taxation of Ireland during the financial year 1901-1902 may be set down 
at £3,773,690. This sum represents a decrease of £101,595 (2-6 per cent) on the 
amount in the previous year, and is also less than the amount in each year since 1894 
as will be seen by the table on page 9. 

The rates, and the items, of local revenue applied to expenditure, which appear in the 
accounts of the local taxing bodies for the year 1901-1902 amounted to £3,815,946, 
but the arrears of county rates which remained over for collection from the preceding' 
year are included therein, and must be deducted, while the uncollected rates at the . 
close of the year must be added, which leaves a net deduction of £42,256 to be made 
from the amount of the rates included in the county accounts of the year. 

The summary table on next page shows how much of the taxation of 1901 4902 was 
obtained from Poor Rate, from other local taxes, from tofis. &c. , and from other receipts, ,• 
compared with the amounts received from these sources in the previous year. It will 
be seen thereby that the total Poor Rate of the year in the Counties, in the County 
Boroughs, and in the other Urban Districts amounted to £l,96'9, 230, being less than 
the amount in the previous year by £90,964, that the municipal rates, and other ratesp 
were greater in amount, respectively, by £29,450 and £144, and that tolls, fees, stamps 
and dues, and other receipts, were respectively .less, by £15,520 and £24,705. 

Of the decrease of £90,964 in the total Poor Rate of 1901-1902 as compared with 
the preceding year, a sum of £76,848 represents the decrease in counties, and it will 
be seen hereafter that the county expenditure was also less than in 1900-1901, . 
although it. includes a largely increased outlay in connection with the promotion of 
Technical Instruction. 

The sums raised by loeal taxation in 1901-1902, amounting, as stated above, to 
£3,773,690, were supplemented by grants and payments from the Local Taxation 
(Ireiand) Account to the extent of £1,287,096, and: by further grants and payments 
from Imperial sources amounting to £8,323.* Of the revenue of County and 
Town Authorities, 75 per cent therefore came from local -sources, and 25 per cent 
from Grants provided by Statute. The Agricultural Grant, which lessens county 
taxation by £727,337-j- annually, represented 31 per eent of the local revenue of the 
County Councils. The effect of this Grant on the rates for county, union, and district 
charges, in 'the case of each Rural District, can be ascertained from a table given in the 

Appendices. |

.£473,368, was obtained from the sources mentioned in the following paragraphs (a) 
' and (b). 


(a) GAS, ELECTRIC LIGHT, AND WATER UNDERTAKINGS. 

Gas, and Electric Light. 

The income derived from the gas and electric light undertakings which are in the 
hands of some town authorities is dealt with in the returns of local taxation in the 
following manner. The accounts of these undertakings are usually kept apart from the 
ordinary municipal accounts, and any profits which may have accrued on a year’s 
transactions, after providing for public lighting, are placed with miscellaneous receipts 
in aid of taxation, unless otherwise applied. The total amount of these profits included 
in the other receipts given above is £9,865. 


Water. 

The receipts connected with water undertakings in the hands of local taxing 
authorities are two-fold, — those produced by poundage* rates assessed on valuation, and 
those arising from sales of water, water rents, &c. The amount of the latter included 
in the other receipts of 1901-1902 is £83,984. The sums produced by public and 
domestic water rates are included in the amount given as rates, but the accounts of 
these rates are not always kept separately, and therefore it is not possible to 
determine with accuracy the amount produced by each of them. It is estimated, 
however, that of the total amount of water rates appearing in the accounts of the 
year, viz., £152,125, a sum of £84,872 was for water supplied for domestic and 
other private purposes. 


( b ) Bounty in lieu of r\tes on government property. 

The annual contributions* to the local taxing authorities paid by the Treasury as 
~ bounty in lieu of rates on Government property have always been included in other 
receipts,. and the amount of such contributions in the local accounts of 1901-1902, is 
£48,483, of which Town Authorities received £39,012, and County Authorities, £9,471.

Classification of local taxation. 

The various branches of local taxation in Ireland are classified hereinafter in the 
following manner ; — 

I. County taxation. 

TTT. Taxation in districts chiefly municipal, but not levied by municipal bodies in some cases. 
TV. Receipts of Burial Boards. 

V. Receipts of Joint Drainage Boards. 

VI. Taxation arising from Fees, Stamps, Fines, Dogs Licence Duty, &c. 

VII. Taxation produced by Tolls, Dues, &c. 

VIII. Receipts on account of the Mercantile Marine Fund. 


I. — COUNTY TAXATION. 

The rating area for general purposes in counties is the rural district, and.the poor rate 
for such district is made by the County Council, the sums raised thereby lormin^ 
portion of the county fund from which all expenditure for county, union, and rural 
district purposes is defrayed. The sums required to meet payments in respect ot 
charges for railways, harbours, sanitary works, &«., are separately estimated and raise 
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COUNTY TAXATION. 


by means of a separate item of the poor rate levied on areas specially .prescribed for 
the purpose, which may consist of the rural district, or a portion thereof. The number 
ot rural districts is 21 3, and there were 446 areas taxed for the -separate -charges 
referred to at the close of the year dealt with in these Returns. 

County Councils are also empowered by Section 19 of the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, to raise by means of the poor rate, for the 
purpose of Agriculture and other rural industries, a sum equal to a rate of one pennv 
in the pound, over the whole of the rural districts comprised in their respective 
counties. 

The rates made during the year for each rural district, and the items included therein 
for county at large, union, and rural district charges, as levied on agricultural land and 
on other hereditaments, are shown in a table on pages 56 to 63. The rates under 
Section 19 of the Act referred to, and those for separate charges in cases where the 
rate is levied over the whole area comprised in a rural district, are also included 
in the table, together with the amount collected in each district during the year for 
general purposes, and for separate charges, and the total for each county. The amount 
collected in each county also appears with the other county receipts on page 20. 

The total amount collected by the County Councils during the year, exclusive of 
seed rate, was £1,555,69 6 (£1,429,115 being rate for general purposes, £126,241 for 
separate charges, and £340 arrears of old rate), the grants paid from the Local Taxation 
(Ireland) Account, which. appear in the County accounts, amounted to £1,255,382, and 
the total receipts, exclusive of loans and seed rate, to £3,049,112 ; but the payments 
made on demand for the expenditure of Boards of Guardians and Rural District 
Councils in pursuance- of Section 51 (1) of the Local Government Act, amounted to 
£1,204,140, and there consequently remained as applicable to ordinary county 
expenditure a sum of £1,844,972. 

The expenditure actually incurred in counties, apart from the union and rural district 
payments referred to, amounted to £1,797,346, as against £1,773,065 in the preceding 
year. It includes, however, £28,342 paid from county funds to *local committees 
formed for the purposes of the Agriculture and Technical Instruction Act, an increase 
of £26,003. on the corresponding outlay in 1900-1901, but, nevertheless, the total 
expenditure of the counties exhibits a decrease of £4,339.

In addition to the sum shown in the foregoing summary as having been paid by the 
County Councils to Boards of Guardians, viz., £998,139. it will be seen by Table II 
of the appendices that further sums, amounting to £201,213, were paid by the Councils 
of the County Boroughs to the Guardians whose unions are partly included in these 
Boroughs. The total payments, for Poor Law purposes, therefore, amounted to 
£1,199,352, and this, with the payments to the Councils' of Rural Districts, £206,001, 
gives a total of £1,405,353, as against £1,445,296 in the preceding year. 

In like manner it will be seen that the payments to Committees of Lunatic Asylums 
by the Councils of Counties and of County Boroughs amounted to £557,052, as against 
£484,442 in 1900-1901.

II.— TOWN TAXATION. 


During the course of the year 1902, the provisions of the Towns Improvement 
(Ireland) Act, 1854, were adopted in Tullow in the County of Carlow, and Edenderry 
m the King’s County, which increases the number of towns under municipal 
government to one hundred and twenty-one— constituted as follows -.—under the 
Municipal Corporations (Ireland) Act, 1840 (3 & 4 Vic., cap. 108), eleven; under the 
Towns Improvement (Ireland) Act, 1854 (17 & 18 Vic., cap. 103), one hundred and 
one ; and under special local Acts, nine. Six of those under the first named Statute, 

v i z> ; Dublin, Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Londonderry, and Waterford are administrative 

counties, called county boroughs, pursuant to section 21 (1) of the Local Government 
Act. 


* The payments in respect of the demands made by these bodies are not in all cases received -within the 
financial year, and therefore these receipts do not correspond in amount with the sums shown on tn 
expenditure side of the accounts of the Councils who make the payments. 


+ The operations of the Rural District Councils are in the main carried out by loans, and ®*P®. . 
under these three heads includes an outlay of £137,929 from loans in 1901-1902, and of £62,97 in 
preceding year. No portion of the expenditure given in the case of Boards of Guardians on the preceums 
page, and of Committees of Lunatic Asylums was defrayed from loans. 


J Includes £7,395, and § includes £7,405, received from paying patients. 
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The six county boroughs, and eighty-five other towns are urban districts * and the 
governing bodies thereof are the sole rating authorities within their respective 
jurisdictions, and possess full administrative powers with respect to sanitary matters. 
They are, moreover, the road authorities in their districts, and, as such, share in the 
grant provided by the Probate Duties (Scotland and Ireland) Act, 1888. f They 

also receive recoupment of one-half the salaries paid to their sanitary officers in 
pux-suance of section 58 (2) (6) of the Local Government Act, and, for the promotion 
of technical instruction, the county boroughs and other urban districts receive grants 
from the Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction ; the amount allocated 
to the county boroughs being £25,000 a year. 

The thirtyt remaining towns are subject, as regards sanitary matters, to the control 
of the councils of the rural districts in which they are respectively situate, — the gover- 
ning bodies of these towns having no administrative powers under the Public Health 
Acts. By adopting Part III. of the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890, they 
can, however, obtain power to provide lodging houses for the working classes, pursuant 
to section 99 of that Statute, and for this purpose the sections of the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, which apply in the case of urban authorities, are made applicable 
to them by section 1 of 59 and 60 Vic., cap. 11. 

The receipts and expenditure of such towns as had existed under municipal govern- 
ment for a year and upwards on the 81st of March, 1902, will be found summarized 
in five tables in the appendices.§ A table is also given showing, for each urban 
district the poundage rates made for the years ended on the 31st of March, 1902, 
and 1 903, with the amount of poor rate collected during the former year, and the 
latest population, valuation, area, &c.* Similar information with respect to poundage 
rates, valuation, population, &c., in the cases of towns which are noturban districts, 
will also be found in the Appendices. ;£ 

It may be seen by these tables that the valuation of the urban districts amounts to 
£3,871,985, and of the towns which are not urban districts to £123,912, making a total 
of £3,995,897, which is upwards of one-fourth part of the valuation of the country as 
given on page 67. 


Receipts and Expenditure op Town Authorities. ....... 

The receipts of the several municipal authorities are grouped together in Part I. 
of the following table to facilitate comparison of the amounts collected by the 
different classes of town authorities, and they are divided into (l) rates for municipal 
purposes; (2) poor rates made and collected by urban councils; (3) tolls and market 
charges, dues, and fees ; (4) from rents and other sources; (5) from borrowed money 
and the issue of Stock; (6) from the Local Taxation Account; and (7) from taxes 
assessed by other local bodies.

Applications for revision of-the financial relations between counties and 
urban districts have been made by the majority of the urban councils, in pursuance of Section 71 of the Local 
Government Act of 1898, as amended by Sections 3 and 13, respectively, of the Local Government Acts of 
1901 and 1902, and they are being dealt with by the Local Government Board. The Provisional Order* 
made in certain cases have been submitted to Parliament for confirmation.

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16 TAXATION in CONNECTION with PORT and DOCKS BOARD (DUBLIN) 

The cost ot police in Ireland is charged on Imperial funds, but there are certain 
Bums produced by local taxation in addition to the foregoing which are applied in aid of 
the amounts annually voted by Parliament for the maintenance of police, as follows:— 

In, any county in which a force of the Royal Irish Constabulary in excess of the 
allotted quota is found to be necessary, one-half the cost of such extra force is charged 
to the County Council ; and it will be seen by table I. of the Appendices that the 
sums paid for extra police in counties in the year ended the 31st of March, 1902, 
£ amounted to £1,023. 

*, The only charge on town rates for police occurs in the county boroughs of Belfast and 

Londonderry, the charge being made for one-half the cost of an extra force, and for 
services rendered by the Constabulary in performing the duties of a night watch. The 
cost of police to those boroughs, which is regulated by Statute in each case, amounted 
in the former to £16,925, and in the latter to £1,234 for the same year. 

The charge to local rates in Ireland for the cost of police in 1902, therefore, appears 
to have amounted to £57,685, that is about 4 per cent, of the total cost ; the sums 
voted by Parliament for the two branches of police service for the year ended 
in March, 1902, amounting to £1,449,825, viz., £94,204 for the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police, and £1,355,621 for the Royal Irish Constabulary. 

( d .) Taxation in connection with the Port and Docks Board, Dublin. 

The cost of preserving and repairing certain quay walls and bridges in the city of 
Dublin is provided for by a tax levied within the police district of the Metropolis 
under the Act 17 Vic., cap. 22, and the repayment of a loan obtained for the erection 
and maintenance of two bridges over the River Liffey is effected by means of a 
“bridge rate” levied under 39 and 40 Vic., cap. lxxxv., upon the “ bridge area ” as 
■ therein defined. This Act further provides that the bridge rate shall cease to be 
imposed when the loan is discharged, and that thenceforward the provisions of the 
first named Act shall apply in regard to their maintenance. Pursuant to section 66 (4) 
of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the produce of the bridge rate (usually 
Id. in the pound) is now paid to the Port and Docks Board by the Council of the City 
of Dublin as regards so much of it as is raised in the City, and by the Council of the 
County of Dublin as regards so much as is raised outside the City. The lodgments 
made in respect thereof to the credit of the Board during the year amounted to 
£6,677, as may be seen by Table X. of the Appendices. 

The loan referred to amounted to £l 18,765, of which there had been repaid at the 
end of 1901 a sum of £108,437. 


IV.— RECEIPTS OF.. BURIAL BOARDS. 

Under section 160 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and sections 29 and 
33 of the Local Government (Ireland) Act, 1898, the Councils of Urban and Rural 
Districts are the burial boards for their respective districts. 

There are also eight* joint burial boards established under Section 12 of the first 
named Statute, the accounts of seven of these bodies being summarized in Table XV of 
the Appendices. 

The receipts of urban burial boards, and of rural burial boards, are included, respec- 
tively, in the town returns given herein, and in the miscellaneous local receipts in- 
cluded in the rural district fund, appearing on page 6. The fees and other receipts, 
■of joint burial boards, and of rural burial boards during the year were as follows:—

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VI —TAXATION ARISING FROM FEES, STAMPS, FINES, DOGS. LICENCE 
DUTY, &c. 

This species of taxation is applied partly to the remuneration of officers of local 
courts, and partly in aid of county and town rates, as shown hereafter. 

The officers styled Clerics of the Peace and Clerks of the Crown, whose salaries are 
charged on local rates, are now reduced in number to eight of the former, and seven of 
the latter, — the County Officers and Courts (Ireland) Act, 1877, having made provision 
for the uniting of these two offices by His Excellency, the Lord Lieutenant, when a 
vacancy occurs in either, and for the appointment to the united office of a person to 
be styled Clerk of the Crown and Peace, whose salary is paid out of funds provided 
by Parliament.

A considerable part of the remuneration of 
Petty Sessions .clerks is derived from the dogs licence duty, as mentioned in the 
preceding section. The surplus of the duty, after providing for the cost of collection 
is paid over in aid of county and town rates.
